Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bonyhard 
(5,991,104). 

With regards to claim 1, Bonyhard discloses a magnetic transferring method comprising 
steps of : bringing master medium and slave medium into close contact, with master medium 
bearing information signals (see figs. 7-8 disclosure thereof and abstract); applying magnetic 
transfer field and performing magnetic transfer (see abstract, figs. 6-8 and disclosure thereof). 
Bonyhard further discloses that the transfer is performed by bringing the slave medium and the 
master medium into close contact before formation of the lubricating layer (see col. 9 lines 39- 
60).
